both seem to agree that it is 
useless to ask the Indians who 
themselves used to be users of 
stone tools, how they were used. 

According to br. Davis, "Only 
a few places have people who 
still remember the use o( stone 
tools ... the Indians just laugh 
at you when you ask them. They 
have forgotten themselves. They 
stopped using stone implements 
when someone brought in steel 
tools." 

So the problem for Mr. Crab- 
tree and Dr. Davis seems to 
be one of experimentation, of 
discovering just how the stone 
tools were used. 

Both of the archaeologists 
have suffered the pains of dis- 
covery. Both have cuts, nicks 
and scrapes where the stone 
tools they have used to form 
wooden implements have dug in- 
to their flesh. Both have worked 
long hours with nothing more 
than a sharp stone, formed by 
them after museum samples, 
cutting California black oak, an 
extremely hard wood, into pot- 
tery paddles or other imple- 
ments. 

Both have leamqd, according 
to the doctor, and arc working 
together on a summary ariicle 
'irj lQMrna.1 in^eir field. They 
hope to stimulate interest in oth- 
er archaeologists toward this 
same work, which at this stage 
Is being experimented with only 
in Twin Falls. 

As a pilot project Is Is hoped 
that the experiments form a 
basis of comparison with origi- 
nal stone tools. 

The two dozen stone tools used 
to make wooden implements 
herf In Twin Falls will bo ship- 
ped to Dr. Davis in California 
lor further study. Microscopic 
study will yield information 
about directions of tnarklngs on 
the blades. of stone tools, and 
use characteristics of those 
tools. 

All in all, according to Dr. 
Davis and Mr. Crabtrec, the sci- 
entist simply uses a lot of hard 
work, physical strength, and 
common sense to determine how 
the stone tool may have been 
used. 

As Dr. Davis said, "There is 
no substitute for tlic seat of 
your pants . . . you can't just 
sit back and wish you knew 
how these things were u,sed . , , 
you caii only use ihcm ond sec 
what happens."

Compared to many states, Idaho's 
population growth is painfully slow. 
The growth. rate was^ Dnly 10 per 
pnt between '1956 and 1966. 
" But in another growth field it is 
really making progress. That is the 
field of state-local government em- 
ployes. During the same 10 year 
period government employes in Ida- 
ho increased at a rate of more than 
five times that of the normal popu- 
lation gain. And if that isn't enough 
then remember that monthly payroll 
costs for these employes increased 
at a rate more than 12 times as fast.

To the layman, two recently an- 
nounced medical discoveries seem to 
oppose each other, but they promise 
long strides in the health battle. 

Scientists have discovered a po- 
tent way of making a living body pro- 
tect itself against many disease-caus- 
ing viruses, and an Australian im- 
munologist may have discovered a 
way to prevent the body from pro- 
tecting itself in certain circum- 
stances. 

In the first case, the protecting sub- 
stance. Interferon, is produced by the 
body itself. It. is important because it 
can be used against a broad range of 
viruses rather than only one. 

Viruses are among the leading 
causes of human infectious illness. At 
present, most viruses are untouchable 
by known drugs. The new' finding is 
the identification of a pure substance 
that triggers production of Interferon 
by living cells. 



The Australian, Dr. Gustav J. V. 
Nossal, has found a way to divide 
and conquer a bacterial antigen. An 
antigen is a substance intrnduced in 
the blood to slimulale production of 
antibodies which fight germs. 

If the mechanisms which worked in 
his experiments can be applied on a 
broader scale, the studies could lead 
to a means of preventing rejection of 
grafted tissues and transplanted 
organs. 

They could even result in the con- 
trol of cancers caused by virus or 
other foreign invaders, and probably 
will be used to desensitize persons 
who suffer frqm allergy. 

These.seemingly contradictory .dis- 
coveries are difficult for the untrain- 
ed mind to comprehend, but they are 
vitally important to everyone. 

Medical science is making discov- 
eries today which may prove to be 
as important to mankind as the dis- 
coveries of Lister and Pasteur.

For local governments, the big- 
gest payroll item— and most rapidly 
growing— is public school salaries. 
They account for 54 per cent of the 
total payrolls. 

The decade alsb saw a large in- 
crease in Federal civilian employ- 
ment, 'Most of the increase was in 
states and localities rather than in 
the' District of Columbia. 

Largest accretions of Federal em- 
ployes (outside D.C. "bedroom" com- 
munities in Maryland and Virginia) 
were in Arizona, Connecticut, Flori- 
da, Montana, Oregon, Utah and 
Idaho.

U.S. Open To Riot Activists 



WASHINGTON (NEA) — Four 
men, trained for Mao Tse-tung's 

guerrilla tactics (or Fidel Cas- 
tro's), could take a small riot 
in a major U.S. city and turn it 
into , a Watts, a Detroit or a 
Newark. 

' Worse yet, they could tako a 
Detroit and turn it into a hylci- 
caust which could go on for 
weeks or stagger on for months 
sporadically. 

Federal authorliies have re- 
ported they don't have evidence 
the bloody riots that have 
caused death and misery In sev- 
eral U.S. cities this summer 
were organized, controlled or di- 
rected by a nationwide group. 

But the door Is open. 

Men who have worked with 
groups organizing riots in Asian 
cities have told ' this reporter 
bluntly that it would not be dif- 
ficult for them, given a handful 
of trained men, to organize a 
Detroit in almost any .sizable 
U.S. city when the time was* 
ripe. 

It is wrong, these former 
guerrilla leaders say, to think 
that a large organization would 
be needed. These'Aslans, former 



guerrillas, say that the major 
riots they have first-hand knowl- 
edge o( have been directed by 
very small but well-trained 
squads. 

Two men have somelime.'; been 
enough to spur on a small riot, 
develop it and keep it rolling in 
.jin Asian town. " ' 

Standard texts used by .sub- 
versive movements in A.sia and 
Ijilin America, in fact, call for 
u.sing a few men— (wo, three, 
five or so. When more men or 
women get into the riot activist 
group, command and control be- 
come difficult. 

There are certaia standard 
procedures these men follow. 
They search out aimless youth 
in the riot area, play on their 
hates. They start out with real 
grievances, then whip up select- 
ed emotionally immature, frus- 
trated youth with fears and 
tales of terrible things to come. 
These young men and women 
become the spearheads of sense- 
less destruction. These are often 
youngsters who have already 
liad many run-ins with the law. 

In the Panama riots, Commun- 
ist activists urged some of 



these emotional youth on (o vio- 
lent action. The activists played 
in the background, waiting. Then 
a fewlWd snipers fired at key 
targets to whip things up. The 
pattcm"Was typical. The activist 
snipers flr^d both at U,. S. 
troops and at the local .Pana- 
manian rioters in an attempt to 
build up hate to the breaking 
point. 

, In CommunisHitandard oper- 
ating proccdu?c, well-trained ac- 
tivists would move from one 
group to another— one side of 
the riot to the other— alternately 
stirring up one side and then 
the opposition. 

One or two of the activists, 
themselves white, might be with 
men, taking the lead in shout- 
ing epithets, urging violence 
against the Negroes. One or two 
of his Negro activist comrades 
might be with the Negroes, 
urging violence against the white 
man. 

If this trained intervention 
does develop and there is noth- 
ing now to prevent it, then it 
wjU be necessary to do a lot. 
more than train National Guard, 
and Army troops in (ormal riot 
control.

Gem Gavin: Rapid Response 



CAMBRIDGE, Mass, — Gen. 
Jamos M. Gavin walked out and 
slammed the door the other day. 
The reverberation brought an 
astonishing response. 

It was a small door — Gavin 
resigned from the Massachu- 
setts Democratic Advisory Coun- 
cil, an organization with littlo 
influence and less power, saying 
he could not support President 
Johnson -for re-electlBn in I9G8, 
But his resignation came as the 
climax to what has been per- 
haps the best-informed attack, 
from the military, diplomatic 
and political view, of tho ex- 
panding war In Vietnam. 

Hundreds, it must be thou- 
sands by now since (he flow 
continues, of letters and tele- 
grams are pouring-in>on Gavin. 
In a samplling of . this . response 
B high percentage urg(!_bim to 
run for president next year. One 
thing the letters show above all 
else is tho great desire of citi- 
zens of high and low rank to 
find an altemativo not only to 
the' Johnson war policy but to 
tho President hlinself, Many o( 
tlie writers urging Gavin to put 
himself for\vard[as a candidate 
scarcely heard 'pf lilm before 
he slammed the door. 

Here, chosen at random, are 
what sonic of the letters and 
tclogrnnis-show.-From-Donvorj 
the writer wants to start at 
onco a Cavin-for-Prcsidcnt club 
cither with or witliout (he gen- 
eral's sancdon. A woman fli a 
small town In New York en- 
closes n dollar bill promising 
sho will try to send more If 
only Gavin will take ids caso 
to tho country.' 

A prominent politician in Ar- 
kansas writes to any that while

Gavin on tho Republican ticket. 
Many of the writers sny they 
are Democrats or Independents 
who voted for Johnson in 1964 
but will never vote (or him 
again. 

Otiiers pay their respects In 
most uncomplimentary terms to 
ail the Republican prospects. 
They want a new face. A woman 
In New Hampshire sends a, 
check for $15 in the hope it 
will help to get a Gavin - for - 
President movement golnc, A 
Bostonian with a prominent 
name writes, "lust (ind me a 
go sign." 

No one could be more aston- 
ished by this response than Gav- 
in himself. Naturally it is flat- 
tering. And since he, top, has 
a most urgent sense of the need 
to present an alternative next- 
year he cannot ignore It. 
.As clearly ns he sees the per- 
ils of'slnking deeper and deeper 
into tiie trap of tho escalating 
war, with tlie overhanging 
threat of Chinese intervention. 
Covin realizes that gelling out 
of tho war will be perilous. Ho 
Is convinced that only o Repub- 
lican with n moderate, middle- 
o(-tlie-roud identity can bring it 
o((. Tlie danger Gavia sees is 
that tho country will be torn 
apart with charges of appcasc- 



strength enlisting the full ''sup- 
port of the Soijth Vietnamese. 

But, in warning of the neglect 
of domestic needs with spending 
on the war constantly spiralling, 
the note of prophecy was strong- 
est.

Captive Nations 



This column is deliberately 
late. It concerns something that 
happened a month ago, but I 
have not written about It until 
now to make my point more 
forcefully, . .. - 

One month ago the President, 
under a mandate from Con- 
gress, "proclaimed" Captive 
Notions Week. 

The proclamation, was so si- 
lent iKaf few Americans heard 
it. It di'dn't cause a ripple. 

It was .so silent' that it might 
as well not have been done. Be- 
tween the theoretical date of 
Captive Nations ^Week and now 
there hasn't been enough made 
of it to produce a whisper that 
could be heard' bc.vond the few 
coiTimunities, tliat did something 
about it. 

Captive Nations Week meant 
something in the years Immed- 
iately after a concerned Con- 
gress established It as a beacon 
of hope to the captive millions 
behind the Iron and Bamboo 
Curtains. It was Important to 
the many Americans who have 
relatives In the captive hatlons 
and to millions abroad to Whom 
the U.S. attitude toward the 
Communist conquerors is the 
only ray of hope left in a dark 
world. 

It meant something In particu- 
lar to the mood of American 
foreign policy. It meant nation- 
wide recognition that commu- 
nism is a naked aggressive 
force, that millions of formerly 
free men are oppressed behind 
a barrier of Red bayonets and 
that the cold war is essentially 
a war of liberation, 

Dwight Eisenhower, for in- 
stance, did not hedge when he 
first proclaimed Captive Nations 
Week. He referred honestly and 
flatly to nations "made captive 
by the imperialistic' and aggrcs-' 
sive policies of Soviet commu- 
nism." There, for all the world 



to see and hear, was the state- 
ment of a man who knew the 
realities of the world in which 
he lived, of a people who knew 
them, also, and of a leader and 
a people dedicated together to 
getting on with the light against 
aggression by every peaceful 
means available to them. 

The Captive Nations Week 
proclamation ever since has 
been a barometer of the admin- 
istration's firmness or softness 
toward communism. 

On the scale of such a baro- 
meter, Lyndon Johnson's vei^ 
slons of Captive Nations Week 
have hit dead boUom. 

This past one was throttled 
with official indifference at the 
oulsel. And even those few to 
whom the news might have 
leaked heard nothing more than 
a vague, wishy-washy reference 
that freedom has been "circum- 
scribed or denied" in many sec- 
tions of the world. 

All that this administration 
has left of Captive Nations Week 
Is the title,.;«ind .It .Ijas done its 
best to obscure that. 

Just as surely as a barometer 
foretells a storm, Ihis attitude 
reflects die administration's In- 
credibly paradoxical attitude to- 
ward coitimuntsm. 

Thousands of Americans have 
lost their lives fighting Commu- 
nist 'aggression in Vietnam. And 
yet the same President who or- 
dered them there has not ef- 
fectively extended this firm pol- 
icy to communism on other 
fronts. 

Communism supplies the bat- 
tlefield, and yet this adminis- 
tration asks that wo step up 
trade with communism. 

And rather than even embar- 
rass communism, this adminis- 
tration has buried Captive Na- 
tions Week as dce|)ly as com- 
munism promises to bury us.

LONDON (AP) - A post- 
mortem probably will be hold to 
determine what killed Brian Ep 
sicin, but one friend said the 
32-year-old discoverer of the 
Beatles had been in poor health 
for months. 

Epstein, whosB promotion of 
the Beatles and other pop music 
staVs made him a millionaire, 
was found dead In bed at his 
- S100,O0O home near Buckingham 
palace Sunday. 
"No notes were found at the 
house," said a spokesman tor 
Scotland Yard. "As lar as we 
arc concerned there are no sus- 
picious circumstances." 

After (ailing to make the 
grade as an acting student at 
tiie Royal Academy of Dramatic 
Art, Epstein went to work build- 
Ing a record department in his 
falner's Liverpool furniture 
store. Intrigued by the number 
of requests be got for a German 
record made by a local pop 
group called the Beatles, he 
sought th'erh out at the Liver- 
pocl Cavern Club In October, 
lOGl, and became their manag- 
er. 

He claimed that he lost money 
on them tor the first year, but 
late In 1962 their records began 
spinning to the top of ihc hit pa- 
rade, and the money began to 
pour In. 

During (he fast five years the 
Beatles are reckoned to have 
earned between $56 million and 
{84 million, and Epstein's per- 
sonal fortune was estimated at 
around {16.8 million. 

Epstein once admillcd taking 
the psychedelic drug LSD, while 
three of the Beatles— Paul Mc- 
Cartney, John Lcnnon and 
George Harrison— also said they 
have taken the drug.

KINGSTON, R.I. (AP) - 
Toned-down poisons from ani- 
mals and plant.s of Ihe sea may 
ultimately yield poworfol new 
medicines for mankind, a scien- 
tist said today. 

Prof. Ara Dcr Marderosian of 
Ihe Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy and Science made 
the forecast at a symposium on 
"Drugs from the Sea" being 
held at the University of Rhode 
Island. 

Indeed, he said, one such 
toned-down toxin— a chemical 
called tetraodotoxin and derived 
from the puffer fish of the Pa- 
cific— aleady is in use by Japa- 
nese physicians as a muscle re- 
laxant and as a pain killer in 
hopeless cases of cancer. 

Two other researchers .>;;ii<l a 
potentially paralyzing 
chemical— called .saxitaxin and 
obtained from contaminated 
shellfish— appear.'! to offer a 8 
lead toward improved local fi 
anesthetics for use in dentistry 



and minor surgery. 

They indicated, however, that 
the research— at the U.S. Public 
Health Service Laboratory in 
Narrangansett, R.L- has so far 
been limited to experimental 
animals.

Business 
Mirror

NEW YORK (AP) — Econom- 
ics may be a science of sorts, 
but some of the views now being 
heard In consideration of a tax 
increase- prove- that economic 
testimony Is not. 

It may be curiously influenced 
by opinions, administrative 
problems and politics, among 
other factors. 

Tnjt hearings In Washington 
give evidence of this, or they 
seem to, tor the ^ National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, sup- 
poriins a tax increase, finds It- 
self agreeing with some union 
peopio and opposing the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce. 

This curious alignment could 
be the result of factors other 
than economics. But in speaking 
with repri'.senta lives of those 
holding these views one is as- 
sured that economics rtas their 
prime consideration. 

If this Is so, how can the 
chamber, which opposes an in- 
crease now, view the situation 
so differently than the NAM, 
when chamber membership In- 
cludes 463 ot the top 500 mhnu- 
facturers In America? Werner 
Gullandor, NAM president, Indi- 
cated that his support of a sur- 
tax was arrived at in a coldly 
scientific manner. 

On July 11, Gullandor said, 
the taxation commlt'fee ot the 
NAM viewed the impending 
budget deficit as an inflation 
thrcn and decided then, even 
before the White House propos- 
al, to support a tax increase, 
distasteful as it would be. 

'When the President's bill for 
a surtax was proposed," said 
Gullandor, "I had a simple 
problem." " Gullandor went to 
Washington and testified for a 
one-year surtax ot less than 10 
per cent. 

The real solution, he said In 
an interview, wrould be to cut 
uncontrolled" spending. But, 
he added. It was already too 
late to cut tor fiscal 1968, Next 
year, he Indicated, less spend 
Ing might be the answer. Mean- 
while, higher taxes. 

Then why did the chamber, 
which has a considerable cross- 
membership with the NAM, 
reach a different conclusion? 
And why should the NAM reach 
a decision In early July when 
the chamber, in late August, 
still maintains It is loo early to 
decide. 

The chamber argues that a 
tax Increase should be deterred 
"until it Is substantially more 
certain than now that there will 
1)0 a major upturn In the econo- 
my." The NAM seems not to 
have had this uncertainty.

Each unit has a facsimile 
machine for receiving weather 
maps and pictures taken by sat- 
ellite. They have teleprinters 
and transmit into the Weather 
Bureau networks via radio, 
■ The meteorologist assigned to 
the mobile unit measures hu 
midity. temperature and winds. 
He can launch balloons to mea- 
sure tlie winds. His vehicle has 
a sleeping burUt. 

The Oregon FpHestry Depart- 
ment built its own mobile unit 
in 1959, It used this unit until 
1962, when it started using the 
Weather Bureau equipment. 

The Forestry Department unit 
paid off at some big fires. 

In 1961, a fire tdam' on the 



Upper Slletz River needed to 
know whether to move close to 
the fire. It was a clear, hot day. 

The boss of the mobile unit 
said fog would move in. It did. 

Ronald Smith, the boss on that 
fire, said the unit paid for itself 
ten times over on that one fire, 
making it possible- to confine the 
blaze to a smaller area! 

A mobile unit wjis used sever- 
al' d ays ago on t he Schoolmarm' 
Sprtngntrc near'TReTJalffis. TP 
was used earlier this- year on thei 
Corn Creek fire, in Douglas 
County. . 

Robert Kirkpatrick . usually 
mans the Weather Bureau mo- 
bile unjt. He heads the coopera- 



tive fire weather office at flie 

State Forestry ' Department 
headquarters in Salem and is in 
charge of the Weather Bureau in 
Salem. 

He said the unit "puts the 
forecaster into more intimate 
association with local patterns 
and consequently in- better posi- 
tion to make forecasts." 

The Weather Bureau also has 
a portable unit. It ca n be para- 
cfiuteTTo fires in renidte areas.' 

Kirkpatrick .says the fire 
fighters of 30 years ago would 
have scoffed at the mobile units, 
believing them a little sissified. 

But now the men know their 
lives might depend on them.
